PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 
1 909 


During  the  year  1909  there  were  cared  for  in  the  Hospital 
proper  2,416  patients,  the  total  days'  treatment  being  45.772, 
an  increase,  as  compared  with  1908,  of  3.541.  The  largest 
number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  at  any  one  time  was  158, 
and  the  smallest  number  was  84,  the  daily  average  being  125. 

In  the  Hospital  proper  1.344  patients  were  treated  without 
any  charge  whatever,  and  15,174  more  received  the  free  service 
of  the  Outpatient  Departments ;  327  were  treated  in  the  Ortho- 
pedic Dispensary,  and  3.91 1  in  the  Emergency  Ward.  Tlie 
Outpatient  Department.  Orthopedic  Dispensary  and  Emer- 
gency Ward  figures  include  revisits. 

There  were  2.326  ambulance  calls. 

The  total  expenses  of  the  year  were  S82.747,  an  increase 
of  about  $4,300.  This  increase  is  largely  attributable  to  the 
greater  number  of  patients  for  whom  we  cared. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  despite  the  increased  cost  of 
supplies,  the  per  diem  cost  is  slightly  less.  There  has  been  no 
change  in  the  quantity  or  quality  of  these  supplies,  but  the 
careful  administration  of  our  household,  together  with  the 
treating  of  a  larger  number  of  patients,  has  enabled  us  to 
achieve  this  result. 

The  physical  condition  of  our  property  has  been  kept  up. 
The  most  notable  improvement  during  the  year  has  been  the 
complete  re-equipping  of  the  two  bathrooms  at  the  north  eivl 
of  the  building. 

Mr   Thomas  O.  Callender  was  elected  a  Trustee  in  April. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  several  special  appeals  to 
the  public  for  financial  aid,  and  with  very  gratifying  results, 
yet  despite  these  increased  donations  the  year's  business  shows 
a  slight  deficiency. 

To  properly  care  for  the  sick  poor  who  come  to  our  doors, 
we  must  have  each  year  outside  help.  We  are  in  receipt  of  a 
certain  amount  of  the  public  funds,  but  there  are  many  un- 
fortunates applying  to  us  for  treatment   for  whom  the  City, 


under  the  law,  cannot  pay.  To  enable  us  to  care  for  these 
cases,  we  depend  on  the  generosity  of  our  friends. 

No  more  worthy  charity  in  the  City  exists  than  a  Hos- 
pital. It  doors  are  open  day  and  night  for  all  those  needing 
attention.  The  ablest  physicians  and  surgeons  in  the  City  give 
freely  of  their  time  and  skill,  and  it  is  asking  but  little  of  the 
people  of  the  City  to  supplement  these  efforts  by  their  financial 
help. 

The  work  in  our  Outpatient  Department  is  very  much 
restricted  and  hampered  for  lack  of  room.  A  separate  build- 
ing would  materially  enlarge  our  sphere  of  usefulness  in  this 
department.

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  Training  School  were 
held  at  the  Nurses'  Home  in  June,  the  address  to  the  gradu- 
ating class  being  given  by  Mr.  Owen  R.  Love  joy.  Diplomas 
were  granted  to  twelve  nurses. 

The  separate  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School  are  pre- 
sented herewith. 

The  Board  again  expresses  its  thanks  to  the  professional 
staff,  the  executive  officers  and  the  nurses  for  the  efficient 
services  they  have  rendered.

Socks,  cotton  diapers,  flannel 
bands. 

Short  dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short  white  flannel 
skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists.  Muslin  drawers,  all  for  children, 
from  one  to  four  j^ears  old.     Night  gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  shirts  for  children  from  ten  months  to  four  years  old.  (These 
must  have  high  necks  and  long  sleeves.)  Shoes,  stockings,  cro- 
cheted bed  slippers,  pink  or  blue.     Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  cloaks  for  babies,  and  outside  jackets  and  hats  for  children  for 
the  Hospital  grounds.

Blouse  waists  for  boys,  woolen  and  cotton,  five  to  fourteen. 

Trousers,  sizes  five  to  fourteen.
